The objec- 
tion has been advanced that such ac- 
tion on the part of a group of mer- 
chants or dealers would put a num- 
ber of people out of employment, by 
making their vocations unnecessary, 
but one traveller remarked the other 
day that this.did not matter to him, 
ag he could easily find something clse 
to do. The same traveller made the 
remark that it cost his “distributing” 
house 6 1-2 per cent for hig salary and 
expenses in introducing his goods and 
taking orders for the same. When | 
the office and clerical expense of the 
firm are also added to this expense of 
distributing ‘goods to the retailers, it 
will. be seen that if one or two, or half 
these. jobbing, 


a dozen or more © of 
houses can be eliminated, and goods 
purchased by retailers direct from the 
manufacturer, the sum total will re- 
present a great saving to the consum-' 
er.

It would seem that freight and pas- 
senger charges, just Ike tariffs and 
postal rates, may be made so high that 
the purpose for which they exist, that 
of raising revenue, is defeated. The 
Laurier government reduced postage 
rates from 3 cents to 2 cents in 189%) 
and the immediate result was 
changing of an annual deficit in the 
postal department to an annual sur- 
plus by largely increasing correspon- 
dence. Similar action brought similar 
results in the customs department.

committee says that by the institution 
of certain reforms ‘it can save ‘about 
40-"per.'cent, or ‘about ‘$240,000,000. 
This sounds rather strange to the.ears 
of: the common’ citizen whose ‘only 
knowledge of clothing is that it Is 
something to wear and that for some 
unaccountable reason it is remarkably 
high in price. The committee’ says 
that the ‘chief source of waste lies in 
the’ seasonal shutdowns which are 50 
great that they account for on the av- 
erage of 9’ wasted hours a week, or 
468 hours a year, or 58.5 days of 8 
hours each. Then 10 hours more can 
be saved by doing away with energy- 
wasting and time-wasting shop meth- 
ods, and two or three hours additional 
ean be saved by cutting out unneces- 
sary work, The committee says there 
are altogether too many models, and 
styles, and ‘varieties of cloth. In one 
case 11 out of 31 sack-model suits 
made up to 78 1-4 per cent of the sales, 
in another 9 out of 22 models account- 
ed for 94 per cent of the sales—show- 
ing that the customers neither demand 
nor appreciate the too-great variety 
offered. The committee has of course 
no power to ‘make any, changes, but 
it is well that attention should be call- 
ed to the waste, and probably some 
effort will be made to lessen it. And 
what applies to the clothing trade 
applies vrobably to many others; and 
the high cost of living may be due in 
no small degree to the high percent- 
age of waste in time, labor, and ma- 
terial. §

The people of this country are’ eat: 
ing more fresh fish. than they did Isst 
year. Records show that in all parts 
of the country the ration of fish is 
being increased. For the first six 
months of this year there was nearly 
seventeen per cent more fresh sea 
fish consumed than in the correspond 
ing period of 1920, From January to 
June close to 22,000,000 pounds went 
from both consts to interior markets 
but. the volume is ‘still restricted to 


-Inot more than twenty varieties. 


Although more’ than’ six hundred 
species inhabit our waters, of which 
more than two hundred are edible, 
many of them extremely palatable and 


nutritious not more than twenty-five

are familiar to the consuming public 
and the great portion of the trade is 
limited to six or seven species. 

It iy rather strange how taste for 
fish develop. The United States, for 
erample, will buy all the swordfish 
Nova Scotia can produce and paid a 
wholesale price this year as high as 
twenty-eight cents w pound, yet it is 
next to impossible, to market the spec- 
jes in Canada. In Great Britain the 
sole is the delicacy among sea foods. 
In this country it is very little known 
and in fact our flat fishes are not ap- 
preciated. The Italian people regard 
the tenacles.of an octopus as a lux- 
ury. Canned squid, so prolific in the 
Atlantic, would appeal to them very 
much, but would it be safe to place 
it on the tables of Canadian house- 
wives? Now the Germans prize eels. 
A barge load taken from the St. Law- 
rence brought as high as seventy-five 
and eighty cents a pound among Ger- 
mans and other nationals in New York

eels are placed before us we think of 
the wriggling, slimy creature as it 
comes from the water and immediate- 
ly the food becomes repulsive. Like- 
wise when octopus is suggested, the 
unsightly creature is brought up be- 
fore our mind and the food is con- 
demned on that account. 
the writer has no high regard for the 
slovenly dirty creatures that give us 
our pork, but the meat is not condem- 
ned for that reason.
